Novatan Survives 
Radiation Mishap 


A Novato r e s i d e n t was 
among nine men exposed to an 
overdose of radiation in an Air 
Force radar installation in New 
York State last week, it was 
disclosed today. 
But Francis B. Kempton, 29. 
of, *452 Pastel lane, was not 
*1ftj&pftatized from the radiation, 
as were six of the nine. "Yes­ 
terday he called me by tele­ 
phone to say that he was quite 
all right.” his wife said today. 
Kempton is a civilian tech­ 
nician for General Electric Co. 
He was exposed to high power 
X-ray radiation at Shawnee Air 
Force Base near Lockport, N.Y. 
The accident happened while 
the men were repairing a high- 
voltage Klystron tube, a key 
part of equipment in a radar 
station, United Press Interna­ 
tional reported. 
When 
the 
technicians 
re­ 
moved protective lead covering 


around the tube, they were ex­ 
posed to radiation. 
Three were found not to 
have 
suffered 
severely 
and 
were released after treatment. 
The other six were sent to 
Rochester where they are be­ 
ing kept under observation of 
doctors from the University of 
Rochester Medical Center, UPI 
reported. 
Physicians said it will take* 
from 10 to 14 days before they 
can fully determine the extent 
of injuries of the nine men 
hospitalized. 
At first the Air Force re­

Later 
identification was made by a 
spokesman at the 26th Air Di­ 
vision at Hancock Field, Syra­ 
cuse, N.Y., the squadron's par­ 
ent unit. 


RESERVOIRS RISE 
Rainfall Ends Threat 


Of Water Rationing 


Nearly half billion gallons of 
water have poured into reser­ 
voirs of the Marin Municipal 
Water District as result of the 
weekend storm. 
This, manager William R. 
Seeger admitted today, h a s 
washed away a fair amount of 
his troubles, such as: 
1. With storage now at 80 
per cent of capacity to a total 
of 8,020,000 million gallons, ks 
against 79 per cent at this time 
last year, danger of rationing 
has disappeared. 
2. Laundry bleach may be 
used, starting w i t h caution, 
from tomorrow, due to dilu­ 
tion of the formerly heavy 
iron content of the water. Use 
of bleach has entailed r u s t 
hazard since last Dec. 16. 
There were “buts” by Seeger 
on both points. 
“We’ve still got to avoid 
waste,” said he, “for we are 
still below usual capacity and 


we don’t know what hot dry 
times may lie ahead. 
“While we don't h a v e to 
think in terms of rationing we 
might, as last year, have to get 
mighty careful before n e x t 
rainy season.” 
A five-day forecast issued by 
the Weather Bureau t o d a y 
said rain is unlikely through 
next Saturday, while low hu­ 
midity is expected to dry sog­ 
gy gardens. Fair and warmer 
was the immediate prospect. 
“About that bleach, remem­ 
ber that the pipes have to clear 
out,” cautioned Seeger. "The 
last of the heavy iron concen­ 
tration happens to be in Kent 
lake, for reasons not clear, and 
we're just cutting Kent out of 
the system for a while. 
"From tomorrow, all water 
will get treatment e i t h e r 
through the new Bon Tempe 
plant or at Alpine. So when the

Disarming Plan 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
United 
States 
and 
its 
free 
world allies today proposed a 
step-by-step 
safeguarded 
dis­ 
armament program to the Rus­ 
sians aimed at creating a “se­ 
cure, free and peaceful world.” 


One immediate feature of 
the allied plan 
is that the 
United States and Russia would 
agree to freeze their armed 
forces at 2.500.000 men 
and 
cut back to 2,100,000 men as 
“rapidly as possible.” 


The ultimate goal of the 
Western plan offered at the 
East-West 
Geneva 
disarma­ 
ment conference was "a balan­ 
ced. phrased and safe-guarded 
agreement” which would mean 
no nation would have enough 
arms to go to war. 


The Allied plan envisages 
that Communist China and all 
other 
"militarily 
significant 
states” would be partners in 
the general disarmament agree­ 
ment. 


The plan was drafted jointly 
by the United States. Britain, 
France, Canada and Italy who 
represent the West at the Ge-

Tell Quentin 


Aide Of Guilt! 


Circumstantial evidence was 
strong today that a San Quentin 
Prison associate warden heard 
John R. Crooker Jr. admit the 
murder of Mrs. Norma McCau­ 
ley. 
But Associate Warden Louis 
S. Nelson, who was believed to 
have heard the confession was 
being mighty non-commital. 
"I won’t confirm it and I 
won't deny it,’’ said he. 
Two things, however, were 
on the record: 
Nelson told last week of a 
1956 confession involving "a 
gruesome tale of how he (a 
Death Row inmate) had de-gut- 
ted his victim.” The circum­ 
stances 
fit 
Crooker, 
whose 
death sentence was commuted 
just after Gov. Edmund D. 
Brown took office last year. 
Another associate 
warden, 
Walter D. Achuff, made this 
point: 
"There was no question of 
Crooker’s guilt and the com­ 
mutation was on a different 
ground altogther,” said Achuff. 
“It was based on the point that 
here was a ‘crime of passion’. 
Nobody had any doubt that 
Crooker had done it.” 
Achuff also said he could 
speak for the present warden, 
Fred R. Dickson (who was at 
a meeting), on the point that 
any inmate confessions are now 
being promptly reported to 
Sacramento. 
“It’s been Mr. Dickson’s pol­ 
icy right along and there is no 
question about his obligation 
to report to the director of cor­ 
rections,” said Achuff. 
“Things 
have 
not 
always 
been so, it’s true, and the 
change has taken time but it 
started with establishment of a 
Department of Correction in 
1944. Up to then San Quentin, 
Folsom and even Chinos were 
on their own.”

The 58-year-old wife of a West German consular 
official was killed and her husband seriously injured yes-| 
terday in a spectacular one-car accident on Highway 101 


in San Rafael. 


Mrs. Henriette Schmittgall died of multiple injuries 
after being catapulted 65 to 70 feet from the vehicle 


when it struck a tree. 


Her husband Alfred, the driver, also was hurled 
from the car, a 1958 Volkswagen hardtop sedan. Schmitt­ 
gall, 53, is employed in the legal section of the German 
consulate in San Francisco. He suffered fractures of 
the left arm and shoulder and possible internal injuries.

Mrs. Schmittgall’s death was 
the fourth in Marin County 
traffic this year and the first 
in San Rafael. 
Last year at 
this date, there had been three 
deaths in traffic in the county, 
none in San Rafael. 
Highway 
Patrolman 
Cecil 
Cooper said the accident hap­ 
pened 
at 
3:05 
p.m. 
after 
Schmittgall, southbound, pass­ 
ed another car on the west 
shoulder and apparently lost 
control in trying to regain the 
roadway. 
The Volkswagen was about 
1.000 feet south of the Lincoln 
avenue undercrossing when it 
went into a 102-foot skid. Coop­ 
er reported. He said it veered 
back onto the shoulder and 
barrel-rolled another 84 feet 
before hitting a tree about 20 
feet high and 10 inches in dia­ 
meter at the base. 


CLIMBS TREE 
The careening auto literally 
climbed the tree, bending it 
far 
over 
before 
tumbling, 
empty, for another 35 feet and 
dropping over an embankment. 
It landed right side up facing 
the Northwestern Pacific Rail­ 
road tracks. 
Ejected by the impact with 
the tree, the couple landed on 
their backs on either side of 
the railroad bed. Mrs. Schmitt­ 
gall 
was 
found 
unconscious 
on the west side of the tracks, 
nearly 40 feet below the de­ 
molished car. 
Her husband, still conscious, 
was 21 feet north of it, on the 
east side. 


SHOES IN TREE 
In the branches of the tree 
was mute evidence of the fero­ 
city of the wreck—Schmitt- 
gall’s cap and his wife’s shoes. 
Cooper said their car travel­ 
ed 219 feet from the point 
where it first went out of con­ 
trol. With more than 100 curi­ 
ous onlookers staring at the 
scene, Mr. and Mrs. Schmitt­ 
gall were lifted into an ambul­ 
ance and taken to the hospital.

Schmittgall was pro­ 
nounced dead on arrival.

body was taken to Keaton's 
Mortuary in San Rafael.

GENEVA (DPI) — Russia and 
the West girded today for a 
battle of rival 
disarmament 
plans In face of a warning by 
Communist China that it would 
not be bound by any arms-cut- 
ting accord taken without Pei­ 
ping's participation. 
The Moscow and Western 
plans will be presented this 
week to a 10-nation disarma­ 
ment conference that may hold 
the key to success or failure of 
the Paris East-West summit 
meeting in May. 
The East - West arms talks 
open in Geneva’s Palais des 
Nations tomorrow in the first 
attempt in nearly three years to 


Sukarno Takes 
New Post To 
Tighten Power 


TOKYO (TJPI) — President Su­ 
karno of Indonesia today took 
over the post of “supreme war 
administrator,” increasing his 
already near-dictatorial control 
of the country, Radio Jakarta 
announced. 
The drastic move coincided 
with other reports from Jakarta 
that Sukarno declared the straf­ 
ing attack on his palace last 
week was a deliberate assassi­ 
nation attempt aimed at him 
and Gen. Abdul Harris Nasu- 
tion, army chief of staff. 
The official Jakarta radio, 
in a broadcast monitored in 
Tokyo, said Sukarno assumed 
the post on the basis of the law 
replacing a 1959 ordinance. 
Sukarno already was com­ 
mander-in-chief of all military 
services as well as central war 
administrator — a post created 
about tw'o years ago during the 
early days of the rebellion 
against his Jakarta government. 
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break a 15-vcar-old disarma­ 
ment deadlock. 


The five Western 
nations 
taking part are the United 
States, Britain, France, Canada 
and Italy. Communist bloc par­ 
ticipants are Russia, Bulgaria, 
Czechoslovakia, Poland and Ro­ 
mania. 
Red China, although not a 
participant, 
made i ts 
voice 
heard today in a Radio Peiping 
broadcast 
that 
accused 
the 
United States of blocking a dis­ 
armament agreement. 
The Communist C h i n e s e 
broadcast said Russia had dem­ 
onstrated its desire for peace 
by reducing its armed forces. 
It claimed also that Red China 
had cut its armed forces “by 
over 2,700,000 men,” that its 
armed forces at present stood 
at “less than half of the original 
level” and that military ex­ 
penditures were taking an in­ 
creasingly smaller proportion 
of the state budget. 
Peiping Radio expressed the 
hope that “all countries con­ 
cerned” would reach an agree­ 
ment on the disarmament ques­ 
tion but said: 
“ . . . Any international 
agreement on disarmament 
reached without the formal 
participation of the Chinese 
People’s Republic and the 
' signature of its representa­ 
tives will naturally have no 
binding force whatsoever on 
China.” 
Delegates from both sides 
continued to arrive in Geneva 
for the East-West negotiations. 
Arriving by train today were 
the delegations from Commu­ 
nist Poland and Bulgaria. Fly­ 
ing here from Paris tonight was 
Britain’s 
minister 
of 
state, 
David Ormsby Gore. 
Russia's chief delegate. Dep­ 
uty Foreign Minister Valerian 
Zorin, and the U. S. delegation 
headed by Frederick M. Easton 
arrived earlier in the weekend.

BITTER HARANGUE 


Castro Hits U.S., Tells 
Cubans They Must Arm 


HAVANA (UPD—Priemier Fi­ 
del Castro delivered a bitter 
harangue against the United 
States today and told Cubans 
they would have to prepare 
themselves for a “long strug­ 
gle” a g a i n s t economic sub­ 
version and “aggression from 
abroad.” 
The premier told his country­ 
men they must tighten their 
belts and get lued to the idea 
of spending millions of dollars 
on arms to save Cuba from the 
“powerful interests” threaten­ 
ing it. 
Comparing Cuba with the Al­ 
gerian nationalists in their five- 
year - old war a g a i n s t the 
French, the premier declared: 
“For t h ose 
interested 
in 
knowing, we can say we have 
more arms than the Algerian 
patriots.” 
The national symbol of Cuba 
at this moment, he said, should 
be “a man working with a rifle 
at his side. We can neither 
abandon 
the 
rifle 
nor 
our 
work.” 
Castro spoke over television 
for two hours and 15 minutes 
in the early morning hours aft­ 


er a day-long patriotic rally 
marked by new denunciations 
of the United States and the 
arrest 
of three Oklahomans 
who had been visiting Havana. 
John Taylor, a legislative 
candidate from Stillwater; Rog­ 
er Sharp, news director of tel­ 
evision station KOTV in Tulsa, 
and Ralph Sanders, also of 
Tulsa, were seized by revolu­ 
tionary authorities and ques­ 
tioned briefly before being re­ 
leased with permission to re­ 
turn to the United States. 
Taylor and Sharp both had 
been arrested previously on Fri­ 
day and later released. In each 
incident, the arrests occurred 
after they were discovered tak­ 
ing photographs in the govern­ 
ment’s Agrarian Reform Insti­ 
tute and on the street. 
Castro's s p e e c h repeated 
many of the same charges he 
made last week in indirectly 
accusing U. S. officials of plot­ 
ting the sabotage of a French 
munition ship in Havana har­ 
bor. As last week, he referred 
only to “powerful interests,” 
but there was no doubt he 
meant the Unitea States. 


Adenauer Sees Israeli 
NEW YORK (UPD—The lead- 
ers of West Germany and Is­ 
rael met today in a historic first 
confrontation aimed at eras­ 
ing the hate that Hitler plant­ 
ed between their peoples. 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer 
and Premier David Ben-Gurion 
held a secret conference in the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel where 
both statesmen were staying on 
separate missions. 


Cold Grips East

Ice-cold temperatures grip­ 
ped the East today, hampering 
rescuers’ efforts to reach fami­ 
lies locked without food or fuel 
in the snow-covered mountains 
of North Carolina. 
The mercury dipped near 
zero 
in the southern Appala­ 
chians as weary rescue workers 
pushed through drifts up to 20 
feet deep to help 1,500 moun­ 
taineer families snowbound for 
nearly a month. 
Meanwhile, helicopters drop­ 
ped emergency fuel, food and 
medical packages to the strand­ 
ed families, many of them slow­ 
ly starving since their food ran 
out last week.

The schedule for the intre­ 
pid riders between Sacramen­ 
to and St. Joseph. Mo., 100 
years ago was 10 days. 
Wad­ 
dell F. Smith, president of the 
National Pony Express Centen­ 
nial Assn., will make the trip 
in an Air Force jet in less than 
two hours. 
Then he’ll return 
to Sacramento and fork the 
first horse to start the centen­ 
nial run on its way.

The riders of next July will 
be joining a pretty select com­ 
pany when they take that oath.

wise expenditures for the un­ 
avoidable governmental serv­ 
ices our unprecedented growth 
has produced.

Marin County Health Officer 
Carolyn B, Albrecht is slated 
to give her views on fluorida­ 
tion of Marin County water be­ 
fore the board of supervisors, 
but it evidently won’t be to­ 
morrow. 
Basis for her appearance was 
laid last week through a pres­ 
entation 
before the board by 
Dr. Michael J. Franzblau of 768 
Montecillo road, San Rafael, 
who told the board that it is 
“already in the cavities busi­ 
ness” and it should take a pol­ 
icy decision on the issue that is 
to go before the voters of Marin 
Municial 
Water 
District 
in 
June. 
Stressing that he appeared 
as a private citizen, Franz­ 
blau said that during the last 
fiscal year the county spent 
$19,264.50 for dental care of 
medical indigents. 
Franzblau cited statistics to 
show that fluoridation reduces 
milk teeth cavities 54 per cent 
and permanent teeth cavities 
60 per cent without objection­ 
able mottling and declared: 
“There is a direct relationship 
between fluoridation of water 
and a reduction in taxes to all 
of us—to support the enrich­ 
ment of our water is like spend­ 
ing $2 for a lubrication to pre­ 
vent a $100 front-end job in a 
year.” 
Impressed b y Franzblau’s 
statement that the board should 
get behind fluoridation as “the 
biggest 
health 
bargain this 
county has seen in a long 
time,” Supervisor Vera Schultz 
said the board should hear 
from Dr. Albrecht on the point. 
But no formal motion was 
taken. The minutes show only 
that Franzblau spoke, and to­ 
day Dr. Albrecht had received 
no invitation. Mrs. Schultz left 
this morning on a trip from 
which she won’t return until 
Wednesday.

Burglaries Up 
In Hub City 
During 1959 


There were 16 more burglar­ 
ies in San Anselmo in 1959 
than during the previous year, 
Police Chief Raymond R. Bu- 
chignani disclosed in his an­ 
nual report.

LOS ANGELES W — Wran­ 
gling by jurors in the Finch 
murder trial almost erupted in­ 
to violence as the seven women 
and five men deliberated to a 
bitter, exhausting deadlock.

The wealthy surgeon and his 
onetime receptionist broke into 
sobs when the jurors announc­ 
ed they were deadlocked. They 
face another trial.

While all seemed outwardly 
serene during the eight days of 
deliberations, reports of shouts, 
insults and near-violence came 
from tw'o jurors—Louis Werner 
and Genevieve Lang. 
Mrs. Lang, 34, a secretary, 
said a male juror turned the 
locked jury room into a panic 
Friday when he shouted at her: 
“ I’m going to pick you up and 
throw you out the window.” 
She said the juror, whom sl*t 
did not identify, started

Senators Should Take One 
Extra Day To See Pt. Reyes

We are pleased that the U. S. Senate 
Interior Committee has decided to hold 
its hearing on the proposed Pt. Reyes 
national seashore project in Marin. This 
is where the park would be, and this is 
where the hearing should be, not in San 
Francisco. 
Yet it is a little disturbing to think 
that the senators are planning to spend 
only one day on the project. As we un­ 
derstand it, the plan is to start the pub­ 
lic hearing at 9:30 a.m. on April 14 with 
the intention of ending the hearing in 
the early afternoon and taking the rest 
of the day to inspect the Pt. Reyes area. 
To us, this is unrealistic. To begin 
with, we seriously doubt that the com­ 
mittee will be able to hear all of the tes­ 
timony on the project in the morning. 
There is too much to be said on both 
sides of the case to expect it to be all 
threshed out in four or five hours of 
testimony. Even if it could be, however, 
the remaining part of the day would not 
possibly be long enough for the senators 
to inspect the whole Pt. Reyes Penin­ 
sula. And they should see it all to get 
the proper perspective. 
We would urge the senators to arrive 


the day before the meeting. That day 
they should fly above the point and see 
it in one overall view. Then they should 
go out to the point, see the beaches, 
drive into the forests, talk with the 
farmers on their farms, with the resi­ 
dents informally, and see the general, 
unspoiled beauty of the entire area. 
The next day at the hearing they 
would be able to better understand the 
arguments; know what the dairymen 
were talking about when they discussed 
their problems; know what the conser­ 
vationists were getting at, and know 
from experience what Pt. Reyes is today 
and what potential it has for the future. 
It will be an additional 24 hours well 
spent. 
And we hope too that the Marin 
Board of Supervisors decides to hold a 
public hearing on the proposal BEFORE 
the senators get here. The supervisors 
should not go into the Senate hearing 
without at least having heard both sides, 
even though they eventually oppose the 
project. At present they are officially 
on record as opposing it and they have- 
not even given a hearing to the people 
in favor of it. 


A Bit Of Fire In The Garden

Citizen Committee Minority Report 


Brings Out Gamut Of Complaints 


SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Difficulties in bringing be­ 
fore the public the real ques­ 
tions of what should be im­ 
proved in the state's educa­ 
tional system are portrayed 
once again in t h e s e c o n d 
progress report of the Citizens 
Advisory Commission. 
In the latest report, the ma­ 
jority 
of 
the 
commission 
comes up with dissertations 
on two subjects, school dis­ 
trict unification and teacher 
credentials, both of these are 
important, 
but 
neither 
of 
wrhich get to the heart of the 
publics’ complaints concern­ 
ing the school system. 


HOWEVER, THREE mem­ 
bers of the commission, Mrs. 
Janet Allen, Mrs. Irmgard B. 
Beard and Jam es W. Short, 
filed a minority report which 
encompasses almost e v e r y 
complaint going the rounds 
these past few years. 
The minority report says 
frankly that “some educators 
and officials of the State De­ 
partm ent of Education make 
excuses rather than finding 
remedies for existing weak­ 
nesses. Integrity, ideals and 
high standards are necessary 
for the success of any profes­ 
sion. In a school system where 
you find these three qualities, 
good education is guaranteed. 
Our recommendations are de­ 
signed to bring back to all 
schools in California these 
principles.” 


BY INFERENCE, therefore, 
(he report indicates integrity, 
ideals 
and 
high 
standards 
have slipped in some of the 
schools, 
In no uncertain terms, this 
militant minority outlines 24 
points the members believe 
should be corrected. 
The tenor of the report is 
to return the schools to basic 
education, for which they or­ 
iginally were intended, and to 
cut out the frills and fol-de- 
rol sanctioned and promoted 
by the educationists. 


FURTHER, THE minority 
points out that adult educa- 


tors should be severely repri­ 
manded for tolerating such 
courses in the adult classes as 
“Chinese cookery, hooked rug 
weaving, Christmas package 
wrapping, lamp shade making 
how to buy and drive a car, 
and personal grooming.” 


THE REPORT also recom­ 
mends elimination of sex edu­ 
cation as not the function of 
the schools; reprimanding of 
the 
bureau 
of schoolhouse 
planning for obstruction of 
use of standardized plans for 
new schools; elimination of 
the State Curriculum Com­ 
mission 
and 
return 
of 
its 
duties to the State Board of 
Education; independent agen­ 
cies to do research work for 
the Department of Education; 
elimination of the master and 
doctor degrees for education; 
budget segregation to show 
how much money is going in­ 
to teacher salary and how 
much to administration and 
upkeep, and academic train­ 
ing for all high school stu­ 
dents. 


need of medical care which 
they cannot get, through in­ 
surance or otherwise, without 
government aid to the astro­ 
nomical and prohibitive costs 
of the entire medical set-up. 


Some of the excessive costs 
are due to the doctors insist- 
ance on fancy hospitals and 
offices filled with the l a s t 
word in needlessly expensive 
equipment and frills, which 
add to comfort and conven­ 
ience. but often of question­ 
able therapeutic value. Mod­ 
ern doctors are often dedicat­ 
ed to luxury living, such as 
heavy bank accounts and in­ 
vestments, elaborate estates, 
exclusive clubs, etc. They ac­ 
quire the habits and outlook 
of our wealthy leisure class 
which automatically removes 
them from the problems and 
thinking of the ordinary folks 
who are his customers. 


The American medical pro­ 
fession arrogantly insist that 
the health and welfare of our 
people is the doctors own pri­ 
vate domain where no tres­ 
passing by the public or gov­ 
ernment w ill be tolerated. Due 
to their bloated incomes and 
blunted s o c i a l conscience, 
they often close their eyes to 
public needs, and do not seem 
to understand that many folks 
are fed up on their ‘ ‘ f a s t 
buck” technique which tends 
to siphon all their hard earn­ 
ed life-savings into the pock­ 
ets of the medical set-up. 


The rapid deterioration of 
the “doctor-patient relation­ 
ship” is chiefly due to the pro­ 
fession’s refusal to understand 
there is a limit to the public 
ability and willingness to pay 
excessive charges for a serv­ 
ice which all people need at 
some time or other. 


There is a far cry from the 
old family doctor dedicated 
to the care and welfare of his 
people, by comparison with 
so many modern doctors dedi­ 
cated to “getting it q u i c k 
while getting is good.” 
Perhaps 
a 
post - graduate 
course in the Humanities, and 
a brushing-up on simple eco­ 
nomics would be salutary.

Longer Filibuster 


Tougher Will Be 


WASHINGTON—The most 
ardent civil rights advocates 
have no reason to be dismay­ 
ed by the Senate filibuster. 
It is evident by now that 
the Southern 
opponents of 
civil rights legislation are ov- 
er-plaving their 
hand 
and 
that the longer the filibuster 
continues the “tougher” the 
bill will be. 
If the Southern political 
leaders prefer 
a 
moderate 
voting-rights 
bill to 
legisla­ 
tion which 
would 
seek 
to 
speed up the desegregation 
process, they will plead with 
their Senators and their Con­ 
gressmen to call off the fili­ 
buster and begin constructive 
negotiation. 


THIS TIME the filibuster is 
proving a self-defeating de.- 
vice. The votes are available 
to pass a wide-ranging civil 
rights bill. 
It is 
obvious to 
those of us who sit in the 
press gallery -that the mood 
for a tough bill is gaining in 
almost direct ratio to the all- 
out delaying tactics 
of 
the 
Southern leaders. 
That is the political reality. 
Unless the Southern members 
of Congress 
recognize 
this 
fact, they will end up exert­ 
ing no influence rather than 
exerting a moderating influ­ 
ence. 


WHAT THE 
SOUTHERN 
bloc finds least objectionable 
— the court-referee 
plan to 
safeguard voting rights and 
a provision making it illegal 
to destroy 
registration rec­ 
ords— is what the majority of 
the Senate find most desir­ 
able. 
The reason 
Sen. Richard 
Russell of Georgia 
and 
his 
colleagues offer little argu­ 
m ent against protecting vot­ 
ing rights is that there is no 
effective argument. 
The reason the majority of 
the Senate look upon the vot­ 
ing provisions as the heart of 
the bill is that exercising the 
right to vote is the best means 
of acquiring and protecting 
all other rights. 
The right to vote without 
discrimination does not stem 
from any 
interpretation 
of

the Constitution. It is explic­ 
it in the Constitution. 
The 
Constitution reads unequivoc­ 
ally: 


“The right of citizens of 
the United States to vote 
shall 
not

States or by any state on 
account of race, color, or 
previous condition of servi­ 
tude.” 


As the current Senate de­ 
bate shows, the Southern op­ 
ponents of the voting rights 
bill do not go so far as to ar­ 
gue that every citizen does 
not have equal voting rights. 
What they do argue is that, 
since the Constitution gives 
the states the right to conduct 
elections and establish voting 
qualifications, it is a violation 
of “states’ rights” for the fed­ 
eral government to intervene 
in any point in this process. 
THIS IS 
THE 
CENTRAL 
core of the “case” against fed­ 
eral protection o f v o ti n g 
rights and it is absolutely fal­ 
lacious. There is no issue of 
“states’ rights” involved here 
at all because no state has 
any right to violate the Con­ 
stitution and every state of­ 
ficial has the explicitly stated 
constitutional 
obligation 
to 
conduct election and admin­ 
ister voting qualifications in 
accordance with the Constitu­ 
tion.

EXPERT CALLS RUSSIAN PHOTOS 
OF MOON'S DARK SIDE PHONY 


N EW YORK (UPD— A professional aviation photograph­ 
er has charged that the Russian photographs of the dark 
side of the moon are fakes. 
Lloyd Malian, who is also a science writer, said yes­ 
terday in Popular Photography magazine that a number 
of art experts agreed with him that the “ photographs” 
were actually drawings. 
Bruce Downes, editor and publisher of the magazine, 
said he first rejected Malian's article as “ sensational non­ 
sense.” But he said closer scrutiny and talks with experts 
“ cast more than a reasonable doubt on the authenticity of 
the Soviet claims.” 
Malian said many of the earlier conclusions on the 
photographs, which Soviet scientist claimed were made 
by cameras aboard the Lunik III moon rocket last October, 
were based on reproductions marred by transmission from 
Moscow. He said he ordered “ originals” from Sovfoto, the 
Russian photo agency, and was “ flabbergasted ’ when he 
saw them. 
“They were not photographs at all,” he said. “ I could 
see brush strokes with my naked eye.”

The

complexion of the Assembly 


give a 10 per cent reduction on 
income taxes and would exempt 
prescription drugs from the 
sales tax.

Shock Treatment 


• H orm on e Shots 


Q. .4 m em b e r o f m y fa m ily has 
had several shock treatm ents 
fo r a nervous disorder. H e re­ 
fuses additional treatm en t. W h y 
would anyone not want to get 
w ell? 
A. Simply stated, “shock treat­ 
m ent” 
(electro-convulsive 
ther­ 
apy) is the passage of a very 
small 
current 
of 
electricity 
through the brain for one or two 
seconds. If the patient has not 
been given a drug to put him to 
sleep the current itself will in­ 
duce unconsciousness. Since no 
discomfort is experienced, m any 
patients who dread further shock 
treatment are hard-pressed for a 
reason. It may be the aftereffects. 
W hen the patient awakens, recall 
of past events and the ability to 
think ahead are dulled. This tem ­ 
porary source of being “out of 
contact” causes anxiety. T he re­ 
sult m ay be a strong and increas­ 
ing fear of further treatment. The 
situation is a delicate one so don't 
be too harsh on your relative. 
The apparent indifference may be 
due to the mental condition it­ 
self. N ot m any of us look for­ 
ward to a trip to the dentist to 
have a tooth filled. We know, 
however, that sometimes we must 
undergo tem porary discomfort or 
pain in order to be relieved of 
the original trouble. 


Q. I have been taking horm on e 
shots 
for 
m enopausal 
s y m p ­ 
tom s but note the doctor wants 
to taper off. W h y f I feel ter­ 
rible unless I get a shot every 
w eek. 
A. At the menopause, ovarian se­ 
cretions become deranged, which 
temporarily disturbs the delicate 
balance 
between 
various 
hor­ 
mone-secreting 
glands 
of 
the 
body. A certain period of time 
is needed for rebalance. During 
the period of adjustment some 
women, but by no means all of 
them, have symptoms which are 
severe enough to require treat­ 
ment. Hormones, if used, tend to 
ease the patient over the rough 
spots. 
However,

must .eventually make the ad­ 
justment and hormones are used 
only as a crutch. T o 1 continue 
horm one 
treatment 
indefinitely 
interferes with nature and delavs 
the onset of the inevitable re­ 
adjustment. There are other very 
good medical reasons why doc­ 
tors prefer to limit the period 
of treatment with hormones.

U.S. May Not Nick

This seems to clearly indicate 
that if you receive meals on the 


business premises of your em­ 
ployer that they are not taxable 
income to you. 
This also seems to clearly in­ 
dicate that the 
fair market | 
value of lodgings furnished to | 
you are not taxable income to ( 
you if you are required by your j 
employer to actually live at the 
site of your job. For instance, 
an apartm ent house manager's 
apartm ent, etc. 
The social security tax docs 
not follow this rule. 
This applies only to meals 
and lodging furnished in kind. 
Any cash allowances will have 
to be included in income to the 
extent that they are taxable in­ 
come to vou.

“W6KZF calling CQ, please 
check in, CQ . . . ” 
These are the words that 
could be transmitting anytime 
across an amateur radio station 
in Mill Valley. 
W6KZF is the call name for 
William Ray, a television film 
editor, who has been a radio 
"ham" since 1934 and active 
member of the Mission Trail 
Net for 22 years. 
The Mission Trail Net is one 
of many amateur radio net­ 
works strung across the United 
States ready to convey em er­ 
gency traffic on a 24-hour basis. 
If telephone and power lines 
are knocked out by flood, earth­ 
quake, or enemy attack, ama­ 
teur mobile units move in, set­ 
ting up field stations to trans­ 
mit necessary communication 
for local agencies. 
Mission Trail Net was started 
on the Monterey Peninsula in 
1937. 


Two ham radio operators 
in 
Monterey 
and 
Pacific 
Grove, 
Robert Carter and 
Chandler Stewart, launched 
the idea of moving such mes­ 
sages across the ether waves 
by voice instead of signals in 
Morse code. At that time 
there 
were 
no 
organized 
microphone nets for such a 
purpose in the United States. 


In January, 1937, the first 
Mission Trail Net call was sent 
over the air. It lasted five 
minutes 
with 
four 
stations 
checking in. 
The net has grown steadily 
over the past 23 years. Today, 
143 members relay messages 
daily over an area spanning 
nearly 2,000 miles. 
The network was named for 
the trail blazed by the early 
Franciscan missionaries across 
California. When the network 
was born, the early stations 
spanned the route trekked by 
the brown-robed padres. 
There has been only one in­ 
terruption in the net's history. 


On the evening of Pearl 
Harbor Day, stations check­ 
ing in were told that the Fed­ 
eral Communications Com­ 
mission had ordered all ama­ 
teurs off the air. Net officials 
called the National Guard by 
telephone 
and 
volunteered 
the net’s services. 


They received permission to 
use the Guard's frequency, but 
10 
days 
later 
orders 
came 
through again to cease all op­ 
erations. The net’s broadcasts 
were being picked up by the 
enemy, the War Department 
claimed. 
Mission 
Trail 
Net 
stayed off the air for five years, 
not 
returning 
until Dec. 
7, 
1946. 
Members of the net elected 
their first 
officers in 
1947. 
Later the same year they drew 


up the net’s constitution and 
by-laws. 
Two years later Mission Trail 
Net was incorporated. 
Today men and women from 
many walks of life work the 
net 
in 
three 
divisions. The 
southern division extends from 
Fresno to the Mexican border; 
the central district takes in the 
area between Fresno and Sac­ 
ramento, and the northern div­ 
ision extends from Sacramento 
northward.

SHENANDOAH, Pa. W—‘The 
high school honor student is 
coming into his own in this 
hard coal town in eastern Penn­ 
sylvania, the free-flowing well- 
spring of brawny football tal­ 
ent for decades. 
No longer is the high school 
“brain” taunted by the fellows 
and shunned by the girls in 
favor of the football star. 
At 
Shenandoah High School, he 
has become an academic hero— 
a big wheel of the campus. 
The new vehicle for aca­ 
demic recognition is “Project 
Tutor.” 
It is described by 
Pennsylvania’s top educator 
as historic at the high school 
level. 
“Here 
is a program 
that 
gives rich meaning to the word 
‘honor’ 
to 
honor 
students,” 
says Dr. Charles H. Boehm, 
state superintendent of public 
instruction. “I’m glad students 
other than the star athletes are 
becoming the school heroes.” 
“Project Tutor” is an experi­ 
ment in (1) giving deserved 
recognition to honor students 
and (2) employing the talents 
of the top students to help 
along others with lesser marks. 
Under the program, 14 lo­ 
cal members of the National 
Honor Society hold special 
half-hour tutoring 
sessions 
just before regular classes 
begin each Friday morning. 
Some 90 fellow students are 
attending the classes to brush 
up on subjects ranging from 
physics to stenography. 
Teachers assist with instruc­ 
tional materials, give guidance 
to the tutors and occasionally 
sit in on the classes. 
But. for 
the most part, it’s strictly a 
tutor-pupil show. 
Joseph Penn, a 17-year-old 
senior and president of the lo­ 
cal honor society, came up with 
the idea of “Project Tutor” in 
advance of the midyear exam­ 
inations. 
Some students had com­ 
mented to me that they felt 
the need for help before the 
examinations. I t h o u g h t 
about it and figured this 
was something for the honor 
society to tackle.” 
He approach school principal 
Henry J. Zale about the tutor­ 
ing idea. 
Zale, as if he had 
anticipated Joe’s visit, reached 
into his file drawer. 
He came up with an account 
of how the University of Penn­ 
sylvania 
carried 
on 
success­ 
fully the same type of program 
for academically deficient stu­ 
dents at the college level. 
“It’s turning out to be one 
of the finest academic pro­ 
grams we have ever devised,” 
savs’ Zale. 


“We’re not pushing any panic 
buttons,” said one veteran of 
the 1950 national head count.

Ds in 
1940 when jobs were scarce,” 
said one census veteran.) 
3. A greater number of work­ 
ing wives. Two-thirds of census 
takers in 1950 were women and 
most of them were housewives. 
4. Failure in the brief read­ 
ing, vocabulary and map test 
administered by the bureau. 
One out of two a p p l i c a n t s 
flunks. 
Few of the big city census 
takers, however, will face the 
same transportation p r o b * 
lems confronting their col­ 
leagues in Alaska.

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LAW IN ACTION 


Witnesses Are Most Vital 
People In Our Legal Setup 


(This column, prepared by 
California attorneys so that 
you may know more about 
our laws, appears regularly 
in the Independent-Journal.) 


By far the most vital people 
in our system of justice are 
witnesses. 
Everyone else in a 
trial exists to hear what they 
have to say. 
Our courts need witnesses. 
A jury to finds the facts. 
The 
judge to apply the law. 
The 
lawyer to tell his client s story. 
Chances are you worry about 
stepping up, taking an oath, 
and telling your story in court. 
On some rare occasions you 
could be called upon to testify 
about something affecting your 
own standing in the commun­ 
ity. 
As a witness you too may 
have the right, for example, 
not to testify against yourself 
in somebody else’s lawsuit or 
crime trial. 
If you are ever in such a 
bind, consult a lawyer of your 
own choice on what to do. The 
lawyer who called you to tes­ 
tify has a sworn duty to protect 
his client, not you. 
But your 
lawyer is sworn to keep what 
you tell him secret and to ad­ 
vise you in your own interests 
within the law. 
Wise lawyers tell their wit­ 
nesses to obey 12 rules: 
1. Go to the place (say, the 
scene of an accident.) 
Check 
your memory before you go to 
court. 
People forget and get 
caught up on details. 
But if 
you check what you saw and 
heard you are on solid ground.

2. Visit a court. 
Hear how 
other witnesses testify. 
It will 
help you see your role on the 
witness stand. 
3. Wear clean, conservative 
clothes.

But think of what you saw and 
heard. 
5. Listen to the questions 
you are asked with care and 
answer thoughtfully. 
6. Give a simple, direct an­ 
swer in your own words. Don’t 
be rushed. 
7. If you e rr— and people 
often do— correct yourself at 
once. 
If you can’t rem em ber 
some detail, say so. Don’t bluff. 
8. Tell the truth, Don’t fig- 
gure which side you may help. 
Don’t 
identify yourself with 
either side. 
9. Stop 
when 
the 
judge 
breaks in, and don’t try to 
sneak an answer in before he 
can stop you. 
What you might 
say could end in a “mistrial.” 
10. Keep cool and don’t sass 
back. 
11. If they ask you: Certain­ 
ly, you have talked to other 
people— the lawyer, for exam ­ 
ple; and yes, you may get the 
lawful witness fee to make up 
in part for the time lost from 
your job. 
12. Remember, without wit­ 
nesses our law would fail to do 
justice. 
If you are called, be 
a good witness.
